AND WHEREAS the said notice was put on the Canton¬ 
ment Notice Board on the 12th September, 1984;

AND WHEREAS^ the Central Government have duly 
approved and confirmed the said draft of the bye-laws as re¬ 
quired by sub-section (1) of section 284 of the staid Act; 

NOW, THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers confirmed 
by Clauses (25), (26) and (27) of section 282 and section 
283 of the said Act, the Cantonment Board hereb;* makes the 
following bye-laws, namely :— 

Short title and commencement 

1. (1) These bye-laws may be called the Jalandhar Can¬ 
tonment Board Bye-laws for regulating the control of rick¬ 
shaws plying for hire and the grant of the licences to pro¬ 
prietors or drivers of such rickshaws in Jalandhar Cantonment 
Bye-laws, 1986. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

definitions 

2. In these bye-laws, unless the context otherwise requires:— 

(a) ‘Rickshaw’ means a tricycle or a special type pro¬ 
pelled by a human labour for carrying passengers; 

(b) ‘Driver’ means the person who propels a rickshaw. 

Licensing Officer and Licensing Inspector 

3. The Executive Officer shall be the Licensing Officer and 
any officer authorised by the Cantonment Board shall act as 
Licensing Inspector for the purpose of these bye-hws. 

flying of rickshaws 

4. No person shall keep any rickshaw or permit any rick¬ 
shaw of which he is the owner to ply or hire, within the 
limits of Jalandhar Cantonment except under a licence in this 
beWf by the Cantonment Board. 

Issue of Licence 

5. A licence under bye-laws 4 shall, on an application of 
the proprietor of rickshaw and on payment of a fee of 
Rs. 12/- for a year, or part of a year, be issued by the 
Licensing Officer in the form specified in the Appendix to 
these rules. All licences issued for the financial year shall 
terminate on the 31st March and the proprietors shall, with¬ 
in one month from the date of expiry of the licence, apply 
for and get it renewed. 


Conditions of licence 

6. No licence shall be issued under hyo^law 5 unless the 
rickshaw has been approved by the Executive Officer, as 
complying with the toilowing conditions, namely :— 

(a) that it is not more than five feet wide overall; 

(b\) that it is in good order and repair in all its parts,' 
and 

(c) that it has one light in front of the rickshaw and 
two red reflectors at the rear. 

Transfer of ownership of rickshaws 

1. The licence granted under bye-law 5 can be transferred 
only if notice of the transfer of ownership of a rickshaw is 
given in writing to th^e Executive Officer by the transferee 
within one weeK from the) date of transfer. The Executive 
Officer shall thereafter call for the licence and endorse there¬ 
on the transfer after observance of bye-law 6. 

Licence for hired rickshaw 

8. Licences of rickshaws to ply for hire shall be granted 
on the following conditions :— 

(a) that the licencee shall keep the rickshaw clean and 
in good repair; 

(b) the maximum number of persons to be carried in a 
rickshaw shall not exceed two, with 10 kg. of lug¬ 
gage in the aggregate; 

(c) Each rickshaw has the licence number legibly paint¬ 
ed on the backside, which shall be allotted by the 
Board; 

(d) No rickshow shall be used which has any of its 
parts broken or deficient; 

(e) not more than the authorised fares shall be demand¬ 
ed; 

(f) that the licensee shall not permit any person to 
propel the rickshaw, who does not hold a licence 
for such purposes under these bye-laws; 

(g) that for the breach of any of these conditions the 
licence may be suspended or cancelled by the 
Licensing Officer, provided that a rickshaw kept 
within the adjoining Municipal Corporation area 
and assessed and licensed by the Cantonment Board, 
or Municipal Corporation may bring passengers 
from the corporation area in the Cantonment limits 
and drop passengers anywhere in the Cantonment, 
but after dropping passengers the driver shall park 
the rickshaw only at the sanctioned parking stands 
and may take passengers from there to any place 
outside the Cantonment limits, but shall not take 
any passenger from such stand to another or from 
such stand to any other place in the Cantonment 
limits. 

Licence to Drivers 

9. No person shall propel a licenced rickshaw for hire 
except under a licence to be granted in this behalf by the 
Executive Officer. 

Pee to propel a licenced rickshaw for hire 

10. A licence to propel a licensed rickshaw for hire shall 
on payment of a fee of Rs. 3.00' (rupees three) only for a 
year or part of a year, be issued by the Licensing Officer, in 
the form appended to the bye-laws. 

Provided that the Licensing Officer may refuse to grant a 
licence to any person if in his opinion the person applying 
for a licence is unfit to propel or is under 18 years of age. 

Provided further that no such licence shall be issued or 
renewed, unless the person concerned has been medically 
examined and passed by the Medical Officer Incharge, Cantt 
General Hospital, Jalandhar as fit to propel a rickshaw. 

Keeping licence and badges while propelling rickshaw 

11. The licensee shall always when propelling a licensed 
rickshaw carry with him his licence bearing his photograph, 
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a copy of which will be retained in the office of the Canton¬ 
ment Board and shall on demand produce it for inspection of 
any person hiring such rickshaw or the Executive Officer, 
Licensing Inspector^ any other employee of the Cantonment 
Board, authorised in this behalf by ihe Executive OfHcei’. Tlie 
licensee while propelling a riekshaw shall also keep a badge 
with him to be issued by the Executive Ohicer, on payment 
to be fixed by the Cantonment Board. 

Furkinf^ of rickshaws 

12. The licensee shall not when awaiting passengers, paik 
the rickshaw at any place in a public street except at a stand 
allowed for this purpose by the Cantonment Hoard and'park¬ 
ing charges at Re. 1.00 per month or part ol a month per 
rickshaw shall be paid to the Cantonment Hoard by the 
rickshaw owner in advance at the time of taking out a licence. 

Cancellation of licence 

13. That for breach of these conditions the licence may be 
suspended or cancelled by the Licensing Officer. 

Fare 

14. Ihe maximum fare to bo charged for the hire of rick¬ 
shaw and for persons engaged to propel them shall be in 
accordance with the schedule annexed to these bye-laws. 

Penally 

15. Any person committing a breach ot of these bye¬ 
laws shall on conviction by the Executive Officer be punish¬ 
able with a fine which may extend to fifty rupees and in case 
of continuing the breach with an additional fine which may 
extend to Jive rupees per day during which such bieach con¬ 
tinues after conviction for the first such breach.

No, 17(4)/80-Rcg.—In excrdse of the powers conferred 
by vSection 32 of the Oil and Natural Gas Commission Act, 
1959 (43 of 1959), the Oil and Natural Gas Commission, 
with the previous appi’oval of the Central Government here¬ 
by makes the following regulations, further to amend the Oil 
and Natural Gas Commission (Death, Retirement & Terminal 
Gratuity) Regulations, 1969, namely :— 

L (1) These regulations may he called the Oil and Natural 
Gas Commission (Death, Retirement & Terminal 
Gratuity) Amendment, Regulations, 1986. 

(2) They shall come into force from 31-3-1985, 

2. In the Oil and Natural Gas Commission (Death, Retire¬ 
ment and Terminal Gratuity) Regulations, 1969, the existing 
regulations 2(3) and 4(1) shall be deleted and shall be 
substituted by the following 

‘‘2(3) “Emoluments” means the pay, including special pay, 
personal pay, dearness pay and dearness allowance, 
technical pay and any other emoluments, classed as 
pay by the Commission drawn by the employee im¬ 
mediately prior to the date of quitting service and 
shall be subject to a maximum of Rs. 4,000/- f^er 
month”. 

Extent of Gratuity 

“4(1) The Gratuity shall be equal to l/4th of the emolu¬ 
ments for each completed period of six months of 
qualifying service, subject to a maximum of 
Rs. 50,000/- ; 

Provided that in Ihc case of an employee who is 
covered under the definition of “Employee” as given 
in clause (e) of section 2 of Payment of Gratuity 
Act, 1972 (39 of 1972), the Gratuity shall be equal 
to l/4th of emoluments for each completed perioj 
of six months of qualifying service subject to maxi¬ 
mum of 20 times of the emoluments”.

EXPl.ANATORY MEMORANDUM 

The Biueau of Public Enterprises issued ?evised guidelines 
with regard to Retirement Gratuity Scheme in the Public 
Enterprises vide O.M. No. 2(29 )/7.5-BPE( WC) dated the 18th 
May, 1985. 

The proposed amendment has been prepared on the guide¬ 
lines of Bureau of Public Enterprises and the instruction of 
the Ministry of Petroleum to amend Oil and Natural Gas 
Commission (Death, Retirement and Terminal Ciratuity) 
Regulations, 1969, It relates (o raise the ceiling of gratuity 
amount payable to Rs. 50,000/- and the ceiling for monthly 
emoluments to Rs. 4.000/- per mensem. 

According to the guidelines of Bureau of Public Enterprises 
contained in O.M. dated 18-5-85, the enhanced benefit will 
be applicable to the employees who are not governed by the 
provisions of the Payment of Gratuity Act, 1972 and who 
ictirc on or alter 31-3-85. The coverage of the enforcement 
of the enhanced ceilings for payment of gratuity from retros¬ 
pective eIVcct on and from the 31st March, 1985. will be bene¬ 
ficial to those employees who retire after long dedicated 
service to the organi?:ation. Keeping in view of the special 
nature of work undertaken by ONGC and in the constant 
search of reserves of oil and gas and drilling/production In 
dilTerent Geographical and climatic conditions with round the 
clock, struggle for exploration, the employees are ^ to be 
motivated for toiling better than present. As such it would 
not be having adverse effect at all.
